A police demonstration of force, on ‘a scale 


scarcely: paralleled 


in connection with in- 


dustrial disputes in Hong Kong, finally 


broke a sit-down, 


hunger strike at the 


factory of the Safety Industrial Company, 
Ngau Chi Wan, yesterday. ; 

The police invasion, carried out by 108 officers 
drawn from numerous stations, was resisted 
stubbornly by the 200 women involved in the 
strike, and it was some considerable time be- 
fore the factory was cleared. 


Some of the men concerned 
had been on hunger strike for 
six days, and the women since 
Thursday. : 

Three of their number were 
taken to hospital exhausted ns 
a result of their self-imposed 
fast. 

The strike started last Monday 
following the dismissal of one 
The 
man was dismissed following a 
brawl with another employee. A 
delegation to tho manager point- 
ed out that the brawl was a trivial 
affair ond that two men were on- 
gaged in the brawl and only one 
dismissed, ; 

The manngement declined to 
re-employ the man and, as 4 re- 
sult, some 100 men went: on hun- 
ger utrike in the workshop 
in Ngau Chi Wan Road, Kowloon 
City. 

‘The Colony Labour Officer and 
acting Secretary for China Affairs, 
Mr, H..R. Butters, visited the 
works twice during the week, but 


was unable to effect a settlement. | 


The factory was closed down 
but the workers remained 
on the premises, 

On Thursday afternoon, some 
200 women-workers joined the 
strike. . 

Several of the strikers, suffer- 
ing from tho effects of the fast 
have had to be treated at the 
Kwong Wah and Kowloon Hospi- 
tals. 

Yesterday afternoon, both men 
and women: were still on the pre- 


misea continuing the hunger strike, | 


and one of their representatives 
told the “Sunday Herald” that the 
strike would bo continued until 
the dismissed man is reinstated. 

“The concern is a gas-mask 
manufactory, employing some 600 
men and women. About 1,000 gas- 
masks are. normally produced 
daily. : 


Later,zhowever, four buses load- 
ed, with 108 European, Chinese and 
Indian Police from different police 


‘| stations in Kowloon, were rushed 


to the factory in Ngau Chi Wan 
Road and force was used to evict 
the strikers. 

The police were led by Inspector 
W. I. Chester Woods, who at first 
addressed the strikers and advis- 


ed them to 


quit, the workshop 
quietly and return to the factory's 
dormitory. The women were also 
warned to return to thei homes. 

Some of the strikers obeyed, 
picked up their bedding and re- 
turned to the dormitory, the rest 
ignored the request. Repeated 
warnings were given and eventual- 
ly the police entered the workshop 
and forcibly evicted the workers. 

The women were at first most 
unwilling to leave. : 

It took the police some time to 
got tho strikers out of the work- 
shop, but eventually all were evict- 
ed. The Shanghai savorkers re- 
turned to the dormitory, and the 
local and women Inbourors left the 
factory and ‘returned to their 
homes in Kowloon City. 

No sorlous incldent occurred, but 
three strikers were removed to 
hospital in an exhausted condition. 

The authorities, then placed 16 
members of the Emergency Unit, 
under an European Sergeant, on 
the premises in case of emergen- 
eles, and these were on guard all 
night.” . 

It is understood that five repre- 
sentatives of the strikers and five 
of the management will. meet at 
the Sceretariat for Chinese Affairs 
to-morrow morning: to endeavour 
to reach a settiement.

By the end of the year, Hong Kong is to have 
one of the most complete and up-to-date 
A.R.P. Headquarters in the world, the 
“‘ Sunday Herald " learned yesterday. 

Overlooking Happy Valley, the new building will 

- not only house the various offices but will also 
be capable of swift conversion for emer- 
gency .needs and will be of great service to 
the Colony in the event of actual hostilities, 

Plans for the new building have been approved, 
itis learned, and work on the new premises 
should start early in August. _ 


At the moment, A.R.P, w6tk Inv become a fully-equipped firat aid. 


the Colony is somewhat handi- 
capped through lack of sufMfcient 
space, The now building ia ex- 
pected to mect every possible need. 
In addition (to the usual 
offices housing Wing-Comman- 
der A.HS, Settle-Parkina, the 

A.R.P, Officer, and his staff, the 

bullding will also'be a sort of 

combined club-house-school for 
the various A.R.P, unite, 

The schoo! will include class- 
rooms for A.R.P, instructors and 
wardens, under the. charge of a 
full-time Chiof Instructor, who 
will give lectures and carry out 
practical demonstrations. Students 
will not only be given a sound 
theoretical training in deconta- 
mination work, dealing with in- 
cendiary bombs, demolition work 
and so on, but will ‘able to carry 
out practical study in all tho dif- 
ferent atages.

HE dictators are specialists. in 

. concerted drama, They are 
extremely guccessful in keoping 
the world in suspense, in prolong- 
ing agony, in executing their de- 
signs at an unforegcen moment, in 
another territory ‘and in other con- 
ditions than presumed by their 
‘public. In the face of an anguish- 
ed Europe, the military occupation 
of Bohemin and of Albania, and 
the diplomatic attack upon Poland 
May have reserved certain ¢le- 
-mentys of surprise. At the begin- 
ning of July, the world was pre- 
pared for a audden aggression in 
respect of Danzig. Nothing hap- 
pened there; but exactly onc week 
later, some GOO miles distant, it 
saw the proposed mass deporta- 
tion of the 200,000 Germans of the 

* ItaHan Tyrol. 


This extraordinary undertaking 
caused a sensation. Not only in 
virtue of ita inhumane and, bar- 
varous character in the proper 
sense of the word, that is to say 
its incompatibility with all con- 
cepticns of civilization, but also 
owing to its unprecedented and 
virtually inexplicuble — nature. 
The Idea has been ‘advanced that, 
in displacing thus a whole popu- 
lation, the Italian ‘and German 
dictatorships aimed at keeping 
certain military — preparations 
seeret: tranaports of troops and 
material over the Brenner, the 
major passage into the South 
Tyrol—the organization of an 


eventual attack upon Switzerland. 


This construction coincides with 
plausible or probable designs, 
but I have some difficulty in ac- 
copting it. If a European war 
actually broke out, the Axis 
would doubtless endeavour lo 
force its way through both South- 
ern and Northern Switzerland; 
but, if ong refers to the texts 
published by Swiss military 
specialista, the attack would be 
conducted not over the Brenner, 
but over the Gothard in the direc- 
tlon of Lucerne and Basle and 
over thé Simplon by Lausanne 
tind Geneva. On the other hand, 
it is possible that the measure 
tuken against the~ Tyroliaus 
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should be designed to conceal the 
existence of present or future 
military transports. This would 
amount to throwlng oneself out 
of the frying-pan Into the fire. 
The precaution is in itself enough 
to revenl what it is proposed to 
dissimulate. 


For my part, 1 am inclined to 
seck the explanation in Mein 
Kampf, a work which should - be 
constantly read and = reread. It 
contains, in fact, two vory inter- 
esting passages on the subject of 
the Southern Tyrol, a question 
which hus preoccupicd Hitler 
for some time. My references 
ure intended for those who 
wish to be informed, Chap- 
ter 6 of Voll. Ul, “The Firat 
Combats” and above all chap- 
tor 13 of the same volume, 
“The German Post-War Policy of 
Alliances.” From the time of the 
writing of Mein Kampf, Hitler 
regarded an affensive alliance 
with Italy as one of the essential 
elements of the policy udvocated 
by him for the Reich: a military 
revanche in the West and terri- 
torinl expansion in the East. All 
minor considerations, in his 
opinion, ‘had to be sacrificed to 
this csrential objective. This 
wan why he vituporated against 
that section of German public 
opinion which persisted in raising 
the question of the Tyrol at the 
cost of opposing the German- 
Italian alliance, This inoppor- 
tune claim, he declared, could 
arouse no patriotic enthusinam In 
Germuny, und he ended by de- 
nouncing it as a Jowish diversion 
or treason, He concluded in 
something like these terms: Let 
us leave the Tyrol alone. We 
shall see Inter, when the main 
objecta have been attained, when 
Germany han: regained her 
political, independence and her 
power... . 


Situation Now 
Consummated 


'The situation outlined in these 
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Agreed Between The Axis: Mussolini Keeps 
The Territory And Hitler Receives The Men

as consummated. He considers 
that the Reich in now sufficiently 
powerful and independent to raise 
the questlon of the Germanc of 
the Tyrol.

This ts my idea of the transac- 
tion; but it is the moat terrible of 
all, The . Hitlerian policy is 
directed towards the conquest of 
xo-called vital space; the Hitler- 
tan doctrine is founded upon the 
homogeneity and the purencss of 
the ruce, But it is dificult to re- 
voneile these two objectives, since 
this vital space is not-peopled by 
pure Germans and on the other 
hand, there are German peoples, 
lke those of the South Tyrol, 
which live in territories which 
Hitler is obliged, at lcast pro- 
visionally, to.respect, Tyrolian

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lution of this twofold dif- 
ficulty in a systematic trans-

People may quoto precedenta: 
the transportation of the Greeks 
of Asia Minor into Thraca by 
Venizelos, of the Jews of Central 
and Eastern Europe to Palestine 
or other countries. But the dif-’ 
ference or the contrast fs obvious, 
In many of the cases cited, the 
individual was porfectly willing 
to leave his native soil; he fled 
from persecution. In the Tyrol, 
the . Inhabitants aro forced to 
leave, and this in itself is o per- 
secution. I am as well aware ag 
anyone of the multiple complica- 
tions of European policy owing 
to the dissemination ‘and the in- 
termixture of the various ethnical 
factore. The harard of  settle- 
ment, of the invasions, of the 
movement of peoples has created 
a veritable puzzle of races in 
Cental and Eastern Europe, and 
the statesmen of Europe would 
have been singularly relieved if 
there had been a far-reaching 
operation for the regroupment of 
the ethnical fractions, which 
would have eliminated the mino- 
rity problem. But all enterpriscs 
of this kind have to face a pri- 
mordial condition: the consent of 
the interested parties, the free 
and willing agreement of the in- 
dividuals, If this consent is not 
forthcoming, and if the operation 
is compulsory and secomppnicd 


to barbarism, to tho 
exodi of captives and the enslave- 
ment of whole peoples, for the 
compulsory detachment of a man 
from his soil and his transporta- 


‘tion to another country, to an- 


other Ife and fo another’ climato 
amounts to enslavement. 


Germans In 
Tyrol Opposed. 


As o matter of fact, the Ger- 
mana of tho Tyrol are in no wise 
inclined to live in the Relch. 
They are opposed to this measure. 
For this reason, they are menac- 
ed with deportation to Sicily or 
Lybia, And thelr resistance is 
significant. They are: Germans, 
as pure Germans as the others— 
why are they so little desirous to 
regain the Reich, to commingle 
with their racial brothers? Do 
they object to the Reichs political 
regime? 1 hardly .think. 50. 
Their life under the fascist re- 
gime is not particularly satisfac- 
tory. Their resistance and their 
aversion to this measure shows 
that their sense of racial soll- 
durity counts infinitely less for 
these men than their attachment 
to their homes, to their ficlds and 
villages, to the district where 
they live, to their “vital space” 
of profession, family and fricnd- 
ship, infinitely leas than those 
complex influences known collo- 
quially ss their roots, infinitely 
less tian habits, customs, belicfs 
und ideas, There are two con- 
clusions to bo drawn: the terriblo 


tragedy of tho Tyrol is merely a|- 


logical application of the racial 
theory; on the other hand, the 
attitude of the German Tyrolians 
affords definite und  probant 
evidence against the validity of 
this theory. Of the two, the lat- 
ter may appear the more novel, 
but it {s nonetheless the stronger.

Bishop of Norwich:— 


Rendezvous Environment 
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“One reason in bettor class fami- 
lies which deters women from hav- 
ing children is work in the house 
and the disinclination of men and 
women to enter domentic service. 
Unemployment authorities should 
have power to send girls to domes- 
lic service. . . . This would train 
them to be good wives.” 


Now “better class” implies the 
existence of a worse class. What Is 
the distinction? 


At firgt sight it may appear as 
if his lordship is confirming the 
establishment in this country of 
marked and dofinite class distinc- 
tions. You might even conclude 
from this that Britain is not a De- 
mocracy at all, but an Aristocracy, 
or even an Oligarchy. 
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Let us first inquire what is 
meant by the term Better Class. 
Remember that he who apenks is 
a -Bishop, to whom the authority 
of apostolic succession gives power 
uncrringly to discern between Bet- 
ter.and Worse, and may be pre- 
sumed not to have used the term 
lightly. 


* Does he mean birth and breed- 
ing? Here we are up against an old 
question: What is a gentleman? 
The term -is sometimes used to 
mean one who docs not work for 
his living. 

But recent wars and social up- 
heavals Ieave many cases of ob- 
viously well-bred people, whose 
divine right to let others work for 
them has lapsed, but who atill re- 
tuin the indelible ear-marks 
genuine all-wool aristocracy, 

Economic elreumstances cannot 
erase, nor poverty tarnish, these 
distinctions, Jt was sa{d uf my un- 
cle George, who, after he lost hig 
money, was seen selling cockles on 
Margate beach, that “he wore his 
odd yocks like newly-won spurs.” 

Nevertheless, I cunnut buieve 
that a Christiay priest could ever 
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bring himself to apply ‘the criter- 
ion of good and bad, better and 
worse, to such worldly and temporal 
considerations as social status or 
aristocratic lineage. 


As to the suggestion that the 
term “better,” uscd by ao bishop, 
means people with highor money 
incomes, this borders upon impiety. 
Tho slightest familiarity with ec- 
clesiastica! doctrine shows that by 
canonical standards of degree the 
antithesis of “better” is “worse,” 
and of “richer,” “pooror.” 

Could even the most bitter anti- 
clerica) bias‘ suggest that the hum- 
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blest curate, Iet alone a guaranteed, 
Grade A, consecrated ‘and engaiter- 
ed Episkopos, would. cver pormit 
the transposition of thesc pairs of 
opnosites, and exhort members of 
his flock to have and to hold one 
another “for better for poorer, for, 
richer for worse, in sickness and 
in wealth?”

WAR OF 1870 


Soldiers who oppose the idea of 
defence by defence commonly sup- 
port their s«bstract grgunient 
agalnst it by citing the experience 
of the 1870 war as proof of its 
dangers, . They assert that tho 
French suffered defeat by adopt- 
ing the defensive oy a deliberate 
policy on the assumption that it 
would enable them to profit by 
their superior firearms, the needle- 
gun in particular. Even if such a 
belief were well founded, the argu- 
ment from it would not be a credit 
to the mental udaptability of those 
who employ it. For, in view of 
the immense: development in wea- 
pons, u failure of the tactical de- 
fensive more than half a century 


adopted was the tactical offensive 
combined qwith. the strategie ac 
fonalve—if what was really strate- 
gic paralysis caused by epidemic 
incompetence can be thus des- 
eribed., ‘This combination was the 
opposite uf what I suggest. Only 
on rare occasions did tha French 
take up a defensive position pro- 
per; and then, repulscd attacks 
with striking success. The dis- 
rogard of these lessons by the 
“offensive” zealots of the — next 
generation showed .how often mili- 
tary theory is built on faith.

Abovo all, it should be realized 
that defence is a psychological 
attack—on the mind and morale 
of tho oncmy peoples.

Nations contain far 
more discordant elements than 
professional armies,. and ‘are ine 
herently more sasceptible to in- 
ternal disruption. It is casier to 
Jaunch o nation into an aggres- 
alve war than to hold together its 
multitudinous components in a 
prolonged struggle, and maintain 
their will to continue fighting for

The notion that the French 
cume to disaster by relying on the 
tactical defensive is merely a myth 
which gained currency by con- 
stant repetition, on the part of the 
French advocates of the ‘offensive 
a outrance’, during the gencration 
which preceded the last war.’ ‘The 
myth does not stand cxamination. 
While the German successes were 
malnly duc to atratagic manocuvre, 
helped by their great superiority 
of numbers, the French, vied with 
them in attempting attacks— 
which were. crushed by the 
superior German artillery. The 
actual policy which the French 
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relieve pressure on their allies In 
the East if Germany should move 
in that direction, Inevitably great 
political and emotional pressure 
would be put on them to launch 
a general offenalve:on-the-Western 
Front. Unfortunately, the way in 
which Britain has resuscitated 
collective security bit by bit, be- 
ginning with the offer of igsluted 
unilateral guarantees to the most 
inclated and awkwardly placed 
States in the East, has immeasur- 
ably increased difficulties in pre- 
serving a strategy of ennity. Wo 
have forfcited the guarantco. of 
our own ultimate security which 
lay in our former power to enter 
into n scheme of collective security 
on our own terms—losing the 
power , through failure to ex- 
ercise it in time. None the less, 
if Great Britain has lost her free-

nyeo, for inatance--although the 
ardour for personal combat is 
supposed to have pretty well 
cooled off nowaduys—two Ameri- 
eans in Colorado agreed to fight 
riding at each other in, 
a, and letting honour 
be aatisfied by a head-on eragh at, 
full speed! 


Another. American-style duel 
history of the later years of Inst 
century eattthorised — the combat- 
ants to track each other down in 
a thick wood and, if they could, 
to tuke their opponent by sur- 
prise and shoot him down in cold 
blood, 


It ig not really surprising, then, 
that the most extraordinary duels 
have taken place in the Jand of 
Unele Sam. In 1877, for instance, 
a cerlain Captain Stewart and 4 
colonist. from Santo Domingo 
called a hygville arranged to meet 
over a grave just big enough to 
hold their two bodies; cavh was 
to hold in his left hand one cor 
nor of a pockct-handkerchicf, and 
‘hoth were to fire at the same mo- 
ment, 


A few years afterwards, when 

a little pravincial town was suf- 
fering badly from cholera, a 
Yankew who believed he had been 
insulted brought to the duelling- 
ground ‘a novel choice of weap- 
ons—a bowl of cucumber — salad 
and some yereen apples! “Were are 
my weapons,” he said, “Cholera 
is raving through the town, and 
one of us will surely dijo after 
dining off this dish, Sit down, 
jays 2 ross, forks, 
guard!" ‘ 
Emile Colombey, who reports 
this’ strange method of commit- 
tings mutual stielde in hia book, 
The History of the Dil, assures 
us that the challenger bent a

In Finland in 1808, Count Dol- 
goronky challenged Lieutenant- 


siege. of Nyschans, They stood 
upright in the embrasure of a bat- 
tery of fleld-guus and waited un- 
til an enemy bullet should knock 
one or the other of them off. his 
feet, Count Tolstoy himself, in 
those years: so fertile in “affairs 


‘of honour,”.onco became involved 


in a quarre! with a naval officer, 
who challenged him to settle their 
difference aftor the fashion of 
sallors, The two contestants were 
to grasp each other firmly in their 
urma and fling. themselves into’ 
the water, where each would try 
to drown his opponent before: his 
own breath gave out!. 

In England ‘a certain dwarf 
galled Captain Geoffrey Hudson, 
who was on tho'staff of Charles 
J, became involved in a duel with 
a gontleman called Crofts, and in 
order to match his opponent in 
stature arrived on the duclling- 


ground“on horsebagl.-Crofte had - 


contemptuously come to mect him 
armed only with a syringe, and 
Hudson -took a swift revenge for 
the insult by. killing his opponent 
with a pistul-shot. = ME aot 
-'Then in Poland, only the other 
day two gentleman. had on idea 
that was -at-least original. Each 
armed himself: with.an Army re- 
volver and: tho two were shut 
upline huge furnished room from 
which overy chink: of light. was 
excluded. They then set about 


stalking ech other, and firing in- 


the direction in which each 
thought he heard the other mov- 


ing or breathing, One of the two 
was killed at the third exchange 
of shots. 

Colombiere in his Field of Hon- 
our tells the grim story of two 
Provencal  dueflists whe shut 
themselves up in a hogshead and 
net to work to, cut each other's 
throats with knives, Yet they 
were only following the example 
of two other gentlemen, also from 
the South of France, the Vicomte 
WAllemagne andthe Sieur de Ia 
Roque, who, to settle a simple 
question of precedence, fought to 
the death with daggers—their 
left hands clasped together to cn- 
sure that neither should pre- 
maturely break off the fight. 

The Count of Pontecoulant 
tells alo how a Colonel’ Barbier- 
Dufay fought with a man called 
Raoul X inva hackney-carringe, 
The two men were tied together, 
and the duel lasted while the ve- ¢ 
hicle went twice round the Place 
du Carrousel in Paris, Benjamin 
Constant fought with Forbin des 
Ieaarts sitting in an armcehnir, 
His adveranry consented to do 
likewire . . but at ten paces 
the bullets of. there two bitter 
political enemicn missed not only 
their human targets, but even the 
innocent ‘armchairs in which they * 
were sitting!

STRUGGLE FOR RIGHTS 

Towards the end of 1998 thero 
appcured one of the most remark- 
ablo documents over written by a 
Colonial Commimaion—the, report 
of the West African Cocus Com- 
miaston, ; 
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MONG: my predecessors In the 
Deanory of St. Paul's during 
the Inst century, the. most distin- 
guished, the wisest and boast, was 
R. W. Church. In one of his best- 
known books. “The Gifts of Clvi- 
sation,” I find the following pas- 
ange: 

“It seem impossible to conceive 
three things more opposite at first 
sight to the Sermon on the Mount 
than War, Law and Trade; yet 
Christian society hos . long sinco 
niade up ita mind abovt them, and 
we all acecpt them as among the 
nevessitican or occupations of 
human society.

note that North correctly raises 
the no trump instead of wasting 
time and breath on the disclosure 
of his diamond suit.

A two diamond take-out 
would not disclose anything like 
North's strength and, on the other 
hand, a jump take-out to three 
dinmonds would be an outrageoua 
overbid, 

West opens the five. of spades. 
East wins with the king and re- 
turns the jack, Now what should 
declarer do? Should he, or should 
hetnol, cover the queen? [We are, 
of course, assuming that declarer 
does not know the adverse distri. 
bution of spades], Aside from a 
sheer guess, the answer cannot be 
found except through shrewd and 
unusual application of the rule of 
eleven! The modus operandi in 
this case is as follows: Declarer 
subtracts West's five spot from 
the fixed number eleven, and 
thereby finds that there were 
originally six cards higher 
thin the five spot distribut- 
ed among dummy, East, and de- 
clarer himself. Dummy has the 
seven, which accounts for one of 
them, and declarer has two, the 
queen and eight. East then must 
nave started with three cards 
higher than the five spot. He al- 
ready has shown the king. and 
jack. It is futile to: duck to the 
Juck in the hope that East has no 
more spades to return [and that 
West will be unable to overtake 
the jack without setting up the 
queen}, because declarer knows 
that East has another spade. 
There {fs just ona hope, and that 
is that East’s remnining spade fs 
the ten spot, This lends-us un- 
erringly to the conclusion that 
South muat cover the jack. If he 
does and is lucky enough to find 
that East's apade actually was the 
fen, he will have succeeded in 
blocking the suit. ‘ 

Closing our eyes to the Kast- 
West hands, Ict us assume that 
Weal hod led, not tho five, but the 
six of wpndea; that East had play- 
ed the king on the first trick and 
had returned the jack. Now, using 
the rule of eleven, we find we 
should not cover, With the six led 
originally, there would have been 
only five higher cards outstanding 
among. dummy, East, and declarer, 
With three in declarer's sight, 
Enst could have only: two. -Hence 
it would be futile to cover the jack, 
since no block could be poasible.
